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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of which applicant 
may become aware in the specification. 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The word "means" should be deleted. 



The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 

Arrangement of the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 1 .77(b), the specification of a utility application should 
include the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in 
upper case, without underlining or bold type, as a section heading. If no text follows the 
section heading, the phrase "Not Applicable" should follow the section heading:

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR 

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) THE NAMES OF THE PARTIES TO A JOINT RESEARCH AGREEMENT. 

(e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC. 
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(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(k) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 6-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The recitation "the second pole" renders the claim indefinite as lacking the strict 
antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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6. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lin, US 
Pat No 6,072,284 or Kachmarik, US Pat No 5,719,471 or Mortimer et al, US Pat No 
5,831,395. 

Lin discloses the claimed invention including a ballast comprising AC supply 
means including half-bridge 54-55 for supplying an AC current to the lamp, 
characterized in that the ballast further comprises DC supply means for simultaneously 
supplying a DC current to the lamp, the DC supply means including means 24, 31 , 71 , 
for changing the intensity and/or direction of the DC current and (figures 3-6 of Lin 
reference). Similarly, figure 1 of the Kachmarik reference shows half-bridge S1-S2 and 
means including 46,36 for changing the intensity and/or direction of the DC current. 
Mortimer shows in figures 1-6 half-bridge Q1-Q2 and means including 70, 200 for 
changing the intensity and/or direction of the DC current. 

Note that "for operating a low-pressure mercury vapor discharge lamp having two 
luminescent portions each radiating in a different color" has not been given patentable 
weight because it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a 
structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on it for completeness but, 
instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 3-5 and 8-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.

8. Claims 6-7 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
